‘SILVER ANNIVERSARY OF THE en- 


GANIZATION OF G. A. n. POST NO. 1. 


Forty Thousand Persohs Expected to Take 


Part in the Celebration—The Brisk Little 


City Decked with the National Colors— 
How Benjamin F. Stephenson and Twelve 
Minutes of the First Meeting. 


II., April 6.—[ Special. Little 


Decatur, 
flags flutter above the thatches of the hum- 


blest homes in this brisk little city. Over the 


more pretentious ones there are clusters of 
the National colors arranged in the most ex- 
travagant manner. There are arches over the 
principal streets en which: are inscribed 
words of welco Everything which is 
prominent is in red, white, and blue. 
The face of Lincoln is seen everywhere; 
Grant’s portrait is not 80 frequent; that 
lending it. There 
are a number of pictures of Garfield. 
Now and then the monotony of the 
old picture line is broken by the face of 
Phil Sheridan, and Gen. Sherman’s likeness is 
occasionally seen. Tomorrow Decatur will 
receive the veterans who fought with the 
heroes whose names have bérn enumerated 


‘here. The occasion will be the silver anni- 


versary of the organization of the first Grand 
Army post in the United States; It was bap- 
tized in Decatur twenty-five years ago. The 
hall where it came into existence is still here. 
It stands facing the public square just as it did 
on the day Benjamin F. Stephenson and his 
twelve comrades met there and completed 
what has since become the greatest organiza- 
tion of the kind under the sun. 

The room had been used for a gambling 
hall, The long green table upon which the 
sports of other days had ‘made their bets was 
used by the organizers'of the post. Comrade 
Stephenson sat where the dealer had and his 
twelve friends were gathered around the table 
where the players used to take their chances. 
Of the thirteen men who assisted in the organ- 
ization of this post, No. 1, but five survive. 
Stephenson is dead. M. F. Kanan is stillgiv- 
ing and is serving his third term as Mayor of 
this city. U. R. Steele is Treasurer of Macon 
County. J. T. Bishop is Controller of Brad- 
ford, Pa. ©. Reibsame is a wholesale mer- 
chant in Bloomington, Til. B. F. Sibley is a 
physician in Decatur, and J. L. Coltrin is a 
printer here. George Dunning, I. C. Pugh, 
J. H. Nale, J. W. Routh, Joseph Prior, and A. 
Toland are in the companionship of the chief- 
tains whose pictures one sees all about the 
city today. 


How Stephenson Started the Grand Army. 


Maj. Stephenson formulated the Grand 
Army idea when he was a soldier on the field. 
When the war was over he submitted his plan 
to several comrades who did not think much 
of it at the time. He traveled about the State 
urging his notion on thé old comrades, but 
found no encouragement. Such an organiza- 
tion meant expense and the soldiers had not 
recuperated from the shock of the war. 
Stephenson himself was as poor as a church 
mouse. He submitted his scheme to Richard 
J. Oglesby, then Governor, Jules C. Webber, 
John W. Snyder, Robert M. Woods, John A. 
Lightfoot,. John 8. Phelps, and others of 
Springfield. Doubtless from each of these 
friends he received many suggestions that were 


incorporated in the plan. 


In the spring of 1866 at the request of Com- 
rades J. W. Routhand M. F. Kanan Stephen- 
son visited Decatur with his manuscript plans 


of organization, briefe for ritual, ete., and 


placed them in the hands of J. W. Routh, J. 


T. Bishop, M. F. Kanan, and George H. Dun- 


ving, BAe revised the manuscript and formulat- 
ed theo 


iginal constitution, regulatian, and rit- 


ual of the order. This was a work of revision, 
not creation. To them are due many of the 
details of the work of the order. Versed, as 
some of them were, in the work of secret so- 
cieties, they put in form the ritual that is so 
striking, impressive, and beautiful. Fortunate- 
ly there were in Decatur two old soldiers—I. 
N. Coltrin and Joseph Prior, publishers of the 
Tribune. To these skilled printers were ad- 
ministered the obligations prescribed in the 
ritual and-to them was intrusted the printing 
of the several documents. 
Minutes of the First Assembly. 

Next to -the charter in interest are.the min- 
utes of the first assembly of old Post 1, which 
are as follows: — : 

At an informal meeting held April 6, 1866, for 
the purpose of organizing an encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the following-named 
persons were mustered by Maj. B. F. Stephenson 
and constituted charter members: 

I. C. Pugh, J. W. Routh, J. H. Nale, G. H. Dun- 
ning, M. F. Kanan, I. N. Coltrin, G. R. Steele, 
John Prior, J. T. Bishop, B. F. Sibley, C. Reib- 
same, Aquilla Toland. . 

When, upon motidn, the encampment entered 
into an election of officers, with the following re- 
sult: 

Officers for the district; Brig.-Gen. I. C. Pugh, 
Commandant of District; Lieut.Col. J. H. Nale, 
District Quartermaster; J. W. Routh, District 
Adjutant. Officers forthe post: M. F: Kanan, 
Post Commander; G. R. Steele, Post Adjutant; 
G. H. Dunning, Post Quartermaster; Chris Reib- 
same, Officer of the Day; J.T. Bishop, Officer of 
the Guard; J. W. Routh, Post Surgeon. 

All of whom were duly mustered by Maj. Ste- 
phenson, who then declared the encampment 
duly organmed and ready fur the transaction of 
any business which might come before it, and 
signed it the post of honor as Decatur Encamp- 
ment. No. 1. 

On motion, a committee of two was appointed 
to procure a suitable room for the encampment 
and report at next regular meeting. 

On motion, Tuesday was decided upon as the 
night for regular meetings. On motion, ad- 
journed to meet April 10, 1866.

Such ‘was the birth of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. The records of Post 1 were 
lost for many years and not until 1887 were 
they found, and then only in part. General 
order No, 1 was issued on the first of April, 
1866, from Springfield, III., and the following 
officers were announced: Col. Jules C. 
Webber, Aid-de-Camp and chief of staff, and 
Col. John M. Snyder, Quartermaster General, 
Canton, III.; Maj. Robert M. Woods, Adjutant- 
General. Joliet, Ill.; Capt. John A. Lightfoot, 
Assistant-Adjutant-General; Lieut, J. 8. 
Phelps, Aid-de-Camp, Chicago. 

An Interesting Book. 


The foregoing data in regard to the organi- 
zation of the first Grand Army of the Republic 
post in this country is from a book which will 
be read at the meeting tomorrow night at the 
opera-house in this city, after which a copy 
will be presented to each comrade present. A 
copy will also be given to eath comrade in the 
United States on the same evening, as every 
post in the United States will hold memorial 
services in honor of the founder of the order.

BIG ADDITION TO THE: YELLOWSTONE. 


An Exteusion of the Park Ordered by Pres- 
ident Harrison. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 5,—[Special.]— 
resident Harrison has done something by 
Executive proclamation that was made impos- 
sible in the last Congress by the selfish oppo- 
sition of a few speculators. He has taken un- 
der the protection of the General Government 
a large section of land adjacent to the Yellow- 


stone National Park. There was approved 


March 3 a long bill repealing the Timber-Cut- 
ting act and Sec. 24 authorized the President 
to set aside in States or Territories having 
public land bearing timber tracts of land as 
reserved, and within the resefved limits no 
settlers are to be allowed to come 
to build or to cut timber. The 
friends of the extension of the Yellowstone 
Park, having read this bill and finding that it 
ottered a way to preserve the valuable forest 
at the headwaters of the Wind River and the 
Snake River beyond the present east and 
south boundaries of the park in Wyoming, 
concluded to direct the attention of the 
authorities to the power offered to them. 
Prof. Arnold Hague of the Geological Survey 
laid the matter before Secretary Noble with 
maps and other information, and Mr. Noble 
readily agreed to his suggestion that 
the President be asked to proclaim 
the desired extension. This the President 
has done. This proclamation adds to the east 
side of the park astrip about twenty miles 
wide and a wider strip on the south extending 
over the great Rocky Mountain divide as far 
west as the line of the State of Idaho. There 
are large forest tracts in the territory added 
to the park on the south, and if the powers of 
Capt. Anderson, who has command of the 
military police in the park, are extended over 
the added section, thé forest will be pro 

from the woodchopper ag well as the hunter, 
and if the water supply is maintained by pro- 
tecting the forests the great rivers rising in 
the reserved section will be kept in almost 
their present condition and remain conservers 
of the water started in the mountains.

Outlook in the Principal Cities for Today’s 
Contests. . : 

Crnormuatt, O., April 5.—[Special.]|—There 
is every indication tonight that Cincinnati 
will poll the largest vote ever known in a mu- 
nicipal election tomorrow. The registration 
is 7,000 greater than last fall, and both parties 
are doing their utmost to get out their follow- 
ing. The present session of the Legislature 
gave Cincinnati a charter under which this 
election will be held.

It makes no differ- 
enee which party carries the City Council, it 
will be composed of a majority of boodlers. 
At the present writing the chances favor 
the election of the Republican 
ticket. The Democrats nominated 
tav Taffel, a prominent soldier and an old 
soldier whose Democracy is of very re- 
cent origin, for Mayor. It is thought that he 
will draw a very heavy German vote. It is 
thought by the Republicans that what Mosby, 

ir candidate, ioses among the Germans he 
will gair among the Irish. It is conceded 
that Theodore Horstman, the Republican 
candidate for Corporation Counsel, will have 
a tremendous majority on account of his vig- 
orous prosecution of the gas company.

Ar the meeting of the 8 Commission- 
ers Saturday last a report was read show- 
* that the people of Peoria will shortly. ob- 
tain water from a source independent of the 
filinois River, absolutely pure and increased 
in supply. It has been found that a sub- 
stratum of gravel and sand exists along the 
west bank of the Uhnois River. An eight-inch 
test well has been drilled 700 feet. from the 
river and at a depth of twenty-seven feet, or in 
nine feet of water, the well has yielded 1,710,- 
000 gallons per twenty-four hours. Steady 
pumping for several days has failed to lower 
the water wore than an inch or two. 
Thus it appears that Peoria has had a lucky 
strike in finding au abundance of pure water, 


and therefore in the future will not be as much 


concerned as it has been in the absolute 
purity of the Illinois River water. It will here- 
after have the use of water in which ‘there is 
not the slightest suspicion of pollution, It is 
true that, according to Dr. Rauch’s report, by 
the time the Chicago sewage reaches Peoria 
there is only 6 per cent of pollution left. The 
powerful agencies of nature by that time have 
accomplished their work. The bacteria have 
broken up the particles of organic matter. 
The gases emitted have been consumed by the 
oxygen of the atmosphere. Now, however, 
that Peoria will have an abundant supply of 
pure water,and as other towns along the Illinois 
River are likely to find supplies in their gravel 
strata, there can ro longer be any grounds for 

demand for excessive and unreasonable

Mr of the English papers say that the 
United States will be forced to change its Con. 
stitution, so that the General Government 
may have the same control over the adminis- 


tration of criminal justice in the States as it 


has in .the Territories. It seems strange to 
them that the authorities at Washington can- 
not reach out and make those of Louisiana or 
of New Orleans do their duty in case they 
neglect it. 

So insular are they that they do not seem to 
gee that what the United States cannot do in 
Louisiana England ‘cannot do in Canada, 
Australia, or in most of its colonies. Take 
a case like that of the St. Albans raiders— 
Confederates in Canada who crossed the line 
and robbed a Verniont bank. The English 
Government was anxious that they should be 
punished. It was most desirous at that time 
to avoid any difficulty with the United States. 
But though these raiders were arrested not 
ene of them was punished. Local sympathy 
in Canada was on the side of the Rebels, and 
the Imperial Government could not secure an 
enforcement of justice. 

Supposing American citizens were mal- 
treated in the Dominion or in Australia. 
Could the home Government take the matter 
in hand or interfere with the administration 
of criminal justice in either of those colonics? 
No. Were it to attempt it its authority would 
be disowned at once. The English Govern- 
ment might pay damages, but it could not 
* punish the guilty.“ It might be well, there- 
fore, for the English papers to fix up these 
little defects in their own form of Government 
before advising the United States to amend 


its Constitution.

other kind of a dollar? Paper money based 
upon gold or silver coins is a delusion and a 
snare.” 

No doubt if the proposed paper dollars 
could be made redeemable ir food, clothing, | 
etc., the people would be satisfied with them 
and no one have any reason to complain, but 
the trouble is they would not be so redeemed 
and could not be made so redeemable by any 
fiat of the Government. The thing has been 
tried again and again, and always witlt the 
same result, The irredeemable bank note 
has been taken for a little while, then sunk to 
a discount, and rapidly broken from that to a 
point at which the people would not take it 
at all, prc‘erring to keep their property in- 
stead of selling it for a mess of paper bearing 
lies upon the face of it. Du Bois says: I 
am not afraid but that I can always depend 
upon such redemption if the Government will 
only make its dollars a full legal tender and 
will receive them at their face value in payment 
of taxes.” If he would read up a little he 
would know that the French Government 
about a hundred years ago not only agreed to 
receive the assignats at their face value but 
decreed six years’ imprisonment to any one 
who tefused to take them in full par payment, 
and death to all who should refuse to so take 
them in exchange for the prime necessities of 
life. Yet in a very few years those assignats 
sunk so low that they could hardly be sold at 
the rate of 1,000 francs in paper for one in 
specie, and the Government was finally 
obliged to refuse to accept them because they 
could not be used to pay its expenses. 
Neither the penalty of a long imprisonment 
nor the fear of an ignominious death was suf- 
ficient to make those declarations of value 
worth more than the paper on which they 
were printed, 

“‘T do not propose to pay them at all. That 
is the beauty of it,” says the idiotic Du Bois. 
Like some others he entertains the absurd no- 
tion. that the calling 6f a piece of paper “ five 
dollars will make it pass for that amount. 
But it will not. The attempt to give value by 
means of a stamp is like the calling of spirits 
from the vasty deep, They do not come at 
the call any more than the holder ot valuable 
property, either real or personals is content to 
part with it in exchange for something of no 
intrinsic value and which cannot be depended 
upon to purchase something worth to him 
what he is asked to sell! in @xchange for it. 
The would-be inventors of perpetual motion 
are not a whit more absurd than are these 
fellows who profess to fancy that among rea- 
soning men a Government ukase is all that is 
necessary to confer an exchangeable value on 
something which has no value in itself. Both 
simply waste their time in working to attain 
the impossible, alike regardless of the ex- 
perience of others who Have tried it to their 
sorrow, and the, common sense which ought 
to be sufficient fo settle the question without 
recourse to the teachings of history. The 
lamentable fact only proves the truth of the 
old . ** All the fools are not dead yet.“

POISONING THE DRINKING WATER. 

It appears that the present City Administra- 
tion has been pumping water both through the 
two old tunnels and also through the short 
tunnel which runs out to the shore inlet. It 
has been mixing in the mains reasonably pure 
water, taken from the two-mile crib; with 
foul, poliuted, poisoned water drawn from a 
point but a few hundred feet from shore, 
reached by the washings from the rotten veg- 
etable matter dumped on the lake shore north 
of the river and by the sewage discharged 
from the sewers which empty into the lake 
north of Lincoln Park. 

It is because of this infusion of filthy shore 
water that the fluid which the eity consumers 
have been using for some time has been so 
dirty to the eye and so unpleasant to the taste. 
Worse than that, it has been and is unhealth- 
ful. The city chemist, Dr, Long, a man of 
great ability in his profession, says it is dan- 
gerous, The peoplefAt the City-Hall know it 
and will mot use it. Its bad condition ex- 
plains the prevalence of those classes of dis- 
orders whose direct and admitted cause is foul 
water. 

The excuse of the Crogicrites for filling the 
mains with this poisonous stuff is that the ca- 
pacity of the two old tunnels is not sufficient 
to meet the demands of consumers and that 
if something were not added to the supply 
they furnish the city would be short of water. 
That is not true. The capacity of the old 
tunnels has not been exhausted, and water is 
pumped from the shore inlet only because the 


men at the Water-Works do not understand 


their business any more than they did four 


| years ago, when Roche found them pumping 


wind instead of water, and pretending that 
the city was using tens of millions of gallons 
more than it actually did. 

But suppose the old tunnels do not fur- 
nish all the water that is needed, whose fault 
is it that an additional supply of pure water 
has not been provided? Not until August 
will the city be able to get water from the crib, 
which is half-way between the shore and the 
new four-mile crib, Had Roche been re- 
elected two years ago water would have been 
taken from that midway crib last fall, and the 
tunnel between it and the outer crib would 
have been nearly completed. And in addition 
to that Roche would have begun pushing the 
old tunnels farther out into the blue water 
and would have made good progress with the 
work. 

But the “ moral scratchers thought it of 
more importance fo prevent the Germans 
drinking beer Sunday than to have pure water, 
and so they beat. Roche and putin Cregier, 
who has given them todrink the infernal 
mess Chicagoans are now disgustedly gulping 
down. Do they imagine that the people of 
Chicago are Specially grateful to them@or 
their labors in the cause of impurity and filth? 
And now these same cranks and Sabbatarians 
are doing indirectly all they can to keep Cre- 
gier in office and allow the poisoning of the 
people to continue! And Gen. Palmer, who 
says he elected Cregier two years ago, is here 
working for him again. Of course, itis a 
matter of no consequence to him whether the 
water drank he re is poisoned or not so. long 
as he gets the Chicago delegates to the next 
Democratic convention.

Ata meeting of representatives of a dozen 
cities and towns in the Illinois Valley, held at 
Ottawa Saturday, the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

Resolved, That this convention is heartily in fa- 
vor of sustaining the law as it is, which means 
that the channel must be constructed in strict 
compliance with the law befere any sewage shall 
be turned into the channel. 

Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to 
any amesdment whatever to the act entitled An 
act to create sanitary districts and to remove ob- 
structions in the Desplaines and Illinois Rivers,” 
approved May 29, 1889. 

The only answer which the Chicago Drain- 
age District has to make is that it cannot and 
will not construct the channel in strict com- 
pliance with the terms of a law which as- 
sumed thata state of things would happen 
which has not come to pass and which con- 
tains provisions smuggled in by the enemies 
of this city and designed to make it impossible 
for Chicago to protect its drinking water from 
pollution, 

The law was framed chiefly on the hypothe- 
sis that the people living in the Chicago and 
Calumet basins would form one sanitary dis- 
trict with one rock-cut with a nominal capac- 
ity ef 600,000 cubic: feet, but with an actual 
capacity of 750,000, But it has been decided 
that there. are to be two districts, not one. 
It was provided, however, that should there 
be two ricts the Calumet one could 
use the deep cut made by the Chicago 
one from the Sag to Joliet and pay 
its due share of the eost of the work. But the 
former district has no intention of doing that. 
It will empty into the canal, .which it will 
widen. Hence the Chicago district should not 
be forced to do a mass of unnecessary work, 
and, least of all, should it do it—as required 
by the law—for nine miles this side of the 
Sag. 

As the law stands the Chicago district is 
called on to furnish 600,000 cubic feet of wa- 
ter from the lake, or as much as the two dis-

The weekly premiums vary from 
five to twenty-five cents and the habit of sav- 
ing for this object is easily extended into other 
channels, so that the subscription for a policy 
is not infrequently the beginning of. a thrift 
which eventually shows itself in an accumula- 
tion at the savings bank, Hence work of this 
kind ought to be encouraged in every possi- 
ble way, not only by individuals but by the 
State Legislatures if necessary. Certainly it 
should not be disc .uraged by the senseless 
agitation for u stumptail silver dollar or 
a fiat paper currency, which would be used 
to pay off these claims in case the 
demand were conceded. If we should sink to 
the basis of a three-quarter dollar in copse- 
quence of yielding to the cry for unlimited 
coinage the death claims and the deposits in 
the savings banks would all be paid off in 
thuse depreciated dollars, only the same num- 
ber as if they were par dollars, and the total 
payment would have but three-quarters the 
purchasing powér of the money assured by 
the company or deposited in the savings bank.

FREE BAIT FOR AMERICANS. 


But the Canadians Have to Pay for It in 
Newfoundland. 

Monwrrear, April 3.—A dispatch from Hali- 
fax says that great excitement has been 
caused there by the confirmation of the rumor 
that Newfoundland. will this season give 
Americans free bait and charge Canadians for 
it. Capt. Wrayton of the schooner Ocean 
Belle, which arrived today from Fortune Bay, 
Newfoundland, says that he entered regularly 

at. the .custom-house there and secured 300 
——— of herring. When the Government 
boat Greyhound put in an appearance with 
Collector Hubert on board, Capt. Wrayton 
‘was ordered not to take any more herring. He 
offered security and made out that the her- 
ring was for Halifax. Capt. Patrick Farrell, 
who was lyi fang: ide with sufficient her- 
ring to load rayton’s schooner, was. 
ordered not ‘> aes any fish to Capt. Wrayton, 
and police were placed on Farrell's vessel to 
prevent him doi so. The herring were 
thrown overboard before the Captain’s eyes. 

On Saturday, the 28th, Commissioner Sulli- 
van’s steamer came alongside, and after de- 
taining Capt. Wrayton's schooner three days 
Capt. Aan ordered the police from the ves- 
sel if the Captain would leave the coast. Capt. 

Wrayton states that Parker Eakins, a schooner 
of Yarmouth, came into St. John’s for bait. . 
On its arrival the Captain was informed by 
the officials: that no vessels belonging to the 
Dominion of Canada could obtain bait under 
any circumstances, although the American ves- 
sels get bait free of any Government

NECESSITY OF A CREED, 


The Rev. Howard MacQueary Says Man 
Cannot Exist Without One, 

** Creeds are not only permissible but they 
are a necessity. It is utterly impossible for a 
man to live without a creed, for it is simply 

another name for belief, and every man be- 
lieves something unless he is a lunatic,“ said 
the Rev. Howard MacQueary at the Church of 
the Messiah last night. The man who denies 
the existence of God believes in nature—holds 
that matter and its forces produce all things. 
If he is an educated man he knows that sci- 
ence reveals the fact that once this world was 
not —it existed simply as a void; and in account- 
ing for the rise of this magnificent universe 
out of that chaos he must either believe in an 
intelligent Being who started and guided the 
development, or he must endow the material 
2 themselves with the intelligence 

or this purpose, and so while he smashes with 
one hand the theological idol he erects with 
the other the scientific deity. A creed of 
some Kind is, then, an absolute necessity.
